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History  of  La  Grange  County,  Indiana. 


La  Grange  Comity,  Indiana,  is  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  stale,  ad- 
joining the  State  of  Michigan  on  the  north.  The  latitude  of  the  courthouse 
at  La  Grange  is  abotll  41"  45' north,  and  about  longitude  8"  west  from 
Washington. 

The  county  contains  about  lojf  congressional  townships,  of  388  sections, 
bill  Tor  civil  purpose;  is  subdivided  into  eleven  civil  townships.  Like  all 
Ibis  region,  lying  southeast  of  the  great  Lake  Michigan,  the  formation  be- 
longs to  the  period  designated  by  geologies  as  ihc  "  Drift  period,"  and  the 
surface  presents  great  variety.  Small  prairies  arc  found  in  ihe  northern  and 
eastern  portions,  variously  designated  as  ■•Mongoquinong,;-  "English," 
"  Pretty,"  and  "  Brushy  "  prairies,  and  a  portion  of  the  celebrated  "  Haw 
Patch"  extends  into  the  southwestern  part  -if  the  county.  The  northern 
part  of  ihe 'county  is  drained  by  the  Pigeon  River  and  ("rooked  Creek,  which 
are  tributaries  of  the  St.  Joseph,  whose  waters  Don  into  Lake  Michigan  ; 
the  southern  portion  is  drained  by  the  Elkhart  River,  also  a  tributary  of  the 
St.  Joseph  River. 

Lakes  arc  numerous,  the  most  important  being  Oliver,  Adams,  Witnttr, 
Atu-oed,  Third,  Sloan  and  Nouvoo  in  Johnson  Township  ;  Long,  Turkey 
and  Latt  of  Die  Woods  in  Milford  ;  Dallas  and  McLaughlin  in  Clear  Spring 
Township  ;  Fish  in  Bloomfield  ;  Wall  and  Cedar  in  Greenfield  ;  Twin  in 
Lima  j  Stone  and  Fisk  in  Van  Buren  ;  Shipsheiuana  in  Newbury,  and  Long 
Lake  in  Eden.  The  total  area  of  water  in  the  county  is  in  the  neighborhood 
of  four  thousand  (4,000)  acres,  1,500  of  which  are  in  Johnson  Township. 

This  couniy,  with  the  exception  of  the  prairies  mentioned,  was  like  nearly 
all  of  Indiana,   very  heavily   timbered   with  a  great  variety  of   deciduous 

The  soil  shows  much  variety.  Clay,  loam,  sand  aod  gravel,  with  im- 
mense deposits  of  peal,  good  brick  clay,  and,  in  many  localities,  extensive 
boulder  drifts.  Quarry  stone,  we  believe,  does  not  exist,  at  least  not  suflv 
cienlly  near  the  surface  for  practical  purposes.  Bog  iron  is  found  in  various 
localities. 

The  county  is  remarkably  well  watered,  and  the  facilities  for  raising 
wheal,  corn,  oats,  grass,  and  nearly  all  varieties  of  apples,  pears,  peaches, 
grapes,  plums,  cherries,  and  a  great  variety  of  berries,  both  cultivated  and 
wild,  are  unsurpassed  in  this  latitude. 

Pigeon  River,  Crooked  Creek,  ur  Fawn  River,  and  some  other  streams, 
afford  considerable  water  power,  but  not  on  an  extensive  scale. 

The  rigcon  Rivet  i-  a  very  steady  stream,  varying  bui  little  through  the 
year,  being  fed  by  numerous  lake-  in  La  Grange  and  Steuben  Counties. 

The  earliest  settlements,  according  to  all  accounts,  in  La  Grange  County, 
wns  made  by  Dcnjacnin  Blair,  who  brought  his  family  from  what  is  now 
Defiance  County.  Ohio,  in  August.  liaS,  and  slopped  for  a  short  time  on 
Pigeon  Prairie,  but  removed  to  a  location  about  one  mile  west  of  Lima 
Village  in  December,  tSaS. 

The  farms  now  (August,  1874!  owned  by  George  Doll  and  J.  F.  D.  Craig, 
were  both  pre-empted  by  Mr.  Blair  and  his  son,  F.  A,  Blair. 

Moses  Rice  and  his  son,  lea  Bice,  came  in  1829.  Ica  Rice  kept  a  sort  of 
trading  house,  where  he  exchanged  whisky  and  tobacco  with  the  Indians 
for  furs  and  peltries.  The  Rices  did  not  slay  very  long.  Arthur  Burrows,  a 
son-in-law' of  Rice,  the  Gardners  and  Wm.  Thrall  also  settled  in  iSjg.  John 
Kromer  settled  on  Pigeon  Prairie,  Michigan,  in  1S28.  but  removed  to 
Lima  about  1830.  Lemuel  Fobes  and  John  Jewell  also  settled  in  1830. 
Jonathan  Woodruff  and  Thomas  Gale  came  very  early,  and  one  or 
the  other  of  them  opened  the  first  regular  store  in  Lima.  In  1831 
there  arrived  John  B.  Howe,  who  taught  the  firsischool  in  ihe  county  ;  J.  T. 
1-Iobbs,  who  was  the  first  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  ;  James  Whitaker,  who  is 
said  to  have  built  Ihe  first  frame  house  ;  Samuel  Hall,  and  Judge  Newton 
"  an.l  sons.  Jason  Thursion  and  Timothy  Wallace  were  also  very  early  in  the 
county  ;  and  Nathan  Fowler  is  said  to  have  built  a  cabin  on  the  north  bank 
of  Crooked  Creek  the  same  season  that  Mr.  Blair  settled.  Daniel  Sinclair 
was  another  early  settler.  The  Reverend  Christopher  Cory  settled  in  the 
Summer  of  1832,  and  was  the  first  permanent  preacher. 

Sketches  of  other  early  settlers  will  be  found  in  the  histories  of  the  re- 
spective townships. 

La  Grange  County  was  organized  according  to  an  act  passed  by  the  Gen- 
cral  Assembly  of  Indiana,  and  approved  February  3,  1S32. 

Hon.  Charles  II.  Test  wns  the  first  presiding  Judge  of  the  Sixth  Judicial 
Circuit,  his  commission  bearing  date  January  23,  1S30.  Luther  Newton, 
and  Ephraim  Seely  were  associates.  J,  T.  Hobbs  was  Clerk  and  Recorder. 
Nehemiali  Colden  was  first  Sheriff",  by  appointment  from  the  Governor. 
Jesse  Harding  was  the  first  Coroner. 

The  first  County  Commissioners  were  Jacob  Vandcvenler,  Edmund  Lil- 
tlefield,  and  Arthur  Burrows.  Thomas  Gale  was  appointed  first  County 
Treasurer.  „  ,     ,. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  County  Board  was  held  May  14,  1S33.      At  llus 
meeting  ihe  county  wns  divided  into  two  (2)  townships,  Lima  and  Greenfield, 
the  dividing  line  being  the  center  of  range  ten  (10).      Benjamin  Blair  was 
nnrjomted   \    ■.      ■    fei  Lima  Township  and  Ephraim  Seely  for  Greenfield.

The  first  term  of  court  was  held  October  22,  1832,  at  the  house  of  Moses 

K'CTheTan,c"o,  the  first  Grand  Jury  are  as  follows:  Thomas  Gale,  fore- 
man fcbenezer  Fish,  Ami  Lawrence,  Wm.  Thrall,  Isaac  Wolgamot,  Samuel 
Fish'  Oliver  Closson,  Jonathan  Gardner,  Benjamin  Gale,  Samuel  Henderson, 
John  I  nngdon,  William   Miller.  John   Anderson,  Wm.  A.  McNcal,  Jr..  and 


Richard  Gorthrop.     Wm.  }'.  Brown  was  Prosecuting  Attorney,  hut.  being 
sick,  Samuel  C.  Sample  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

At  the  date  of  the  first  settlement  in  the  county  the  Potlawattomic  In- 
dians occupied  this  region,  and  their  principal  village  was  located  where  the 
Village  of  Lima  now  stands.  It  was  one  of  the  largest  Indian  towns  in  the 
country,  extending  for  several  miles  along  the  Pigeon  River,  and  containing 
from  1,500  to  2,000  people.  The  sandy  loam  of  the  beautiful  Mongoquinong 
Prairie  afforded  the  Indians  unusual  facilities  for  the  production  of  com  and 
what  few  vegetables  they  were  familiar  with,  and  it  was  no  doubt  a  busy 
capital  for  the  red  men.  Deep  worn  trails  from  all  directions  centered  there  ; 
game  was  abundant,  and  its  natural  advantages  made  it  one  of  the  most  im- 
porlant  points  in  ail  Ihe  vast  country  of  the  Northwest. 

The  interpretation  of  "Mongoquinong"  is  said  to  be  "Big  Squaw 
Prairie,"  but  the  Indian  names  are  so  little  understood  that  it  is  extremely 
uncertain  what  the  correct  meaning  in  English  may  be,  but  one  thing  is 
tolerably  certain,  the  Indian  language  was  very  significant,  and  every  proper 
name  exceedingly  appropriate,  and  no  doubt  this  high  sounding  word  had  its 
characteristic  application. 

The  post  office  at  Lima  was  first  called  Mongoquinong,  but  changed 
afterwards  to  Lima,  for  convenience  in  speaking  and  writing. 

The  marsh  lands  of  the  county  are  quite  extensive.  The  Townships  of 
Bloomfield,  Johnson,  Mil  ford,  Van  Buren,  Clay,  Clear  Spring,  Newbury  and 
Eden  abound  in  marshes,  bul  many  of  them  are  in  process  of  drainage,  ex- 
tensive ditches  having  been  cut,  particularly  in  the  southwestern  pan  of  ihe 
county,  and  the  time  will  come,  no  doubt,  when  a  large  part  of  what  is  now 
uncultivated  lands  will  become  the  most  valuable  in  the  county.  Lima  and 
Greenfield  townships  are  comparatively  free  of  marsh  land,  and  are  well  im- 
proved and  nourishing  agricultural  districts,  perhaps  the  most  wealthy  portion 
of  Ihe  county. 

In  common  with  the  entire  North,  La  Grange  County  shared  in  the  terri- 
ble excitement  consequent  upon  the  breaking  out  of  ibe  slaveholders'  rebel- 
lion in  1S61. 

The  first  call  for  a  meeting  to  raise  volunteers  in  the  county  was  made  by 
J.  H.  Halt,  at  Lima,  April  iS,  1S61,  but  the  first  actual  meeting,  and  ihe 
first  enrollment  were  at  La  Grange,  April  20,  1S61.  Dr.  J.  H.  Rcrick  drew 
up  the  first  company  roll.  Among  the  men  who  figured  prominently  at  the 
first  meeting  at  La  Grange  were  John  Kromer.  N.  P.  Osborne.  M.  P. 
Sprngue,  C.  0.  Myers,  A.  B.  Kennedy,  Andrew  Ellison,  Wm.  S.  Boyd,  A.  S. 
Case,  Harley  Crook.  F.  P.  Griffith,  Hon.  Robt.  Parrctt.  and  Jas.  M.  Flagg. 
Enthusiastic  meetings  were  also  held  at  Lima,  Wolcottvillc,  and  various 
other  places,  nearly  simultaneously,  in  which  all  Ihe  leading  men  of  the 
couniy  took  part.  Prominent  among  the  men  who  raised,  drilled,  and  led 
men  into  the  field  were  Major  W.  B.  Bingham,  who  had  seenservice  in  Mex- 
ico, and  who  was  the  only  man  acquainted  with  military  tactics  io  the  vicinity 
of  La  Grange ;  Capt.  Wm,  Roy,  who  had  lately  returned  from  five  years' 
sen-ice  in  the  regular  army  ;  Geo.  A.  Lane,  C.  M.  Burlingamc,  Dr.  J.  H. 
Rerick,  who  went  out  as  Assistant  Surgeon  of  the  44th  Indiana  Infantry, 
and  was  promoted  Surgeon,  October  23.  1S63  ;  Capt.  Wm.  Dawson  ;  Isaiah 
Piatt,  who  was  wounded  at  Shi] oh,  and  taken  prisoner  at  Jonesboro,  Georgia, 
in  1S64  ;  Capt.  Joseph  H.  Danseur,  who  was  wounded  at  Stone  River,  and 
subsequently  died  of  his  wound ;  Capt.  Jncob  Newman,  severely  wounded  ai 
Shiloh  ;  Hon.  Robert  Parrelt,  who  rose  to  ihe  rank  of  Major  in  the  tooth 
Regiment,  and  was  killed  by  the  fall  of  a  tree  while  in  the  service;  Capt. 
Webster,  who  took  out  a  company  in  the  SSth  Regiment;  Capt.  J.  II .  Hall, 
who  did  efficient  service  as  .1  scout,  and  many  others. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  the  names  of  the  different  regiments, 
batteries,  and  organizations  with  which  men  from  La  Grange  County  were 
connected,  but  their  record  is  like  that  of  the  whole  Northwest,  most  glorious. 
The  county  scat  was  located  at  Lima  upon  the  organization  of  the  county, 
where  it  remained  until  1S44.  "hen  it  was  removed  to  La  Grange,  which  is 
in  llic  geographical  center  or  the  county. 

The  only  railway  at  present  in  the  county  is  the  Grand  Rapids  and 
Indiana  Railway,  passing  very  nearly  through  the  center  of  the  county,  from 
north  to  south.  The  road  does  quite  an  extensive  business  in  the  iranspor- 
tation  of  lumber,  salt,  plaster,  etc,  and  its  passenger  traffic  is  rapidly  in- 
creasing since  the  completion  of  the  road  to  Traverse  City  and  Mackinaw. 
The  Canada  Southern  Railway  has  been  surveyed  through  the  south  part  of 
the  county,  passing  through  South  Milford  and  Wolcottvillc,  and  will  prob- 
ably be  put  in  operation  soon.  This  road  has  the  lightest  grades  of  any  in 
the  United  States,  Ihe  maximum  being  only  15  feet  per  mile. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  an  accurate  survey  of  this  route.  Sev- 
eral lines  have  been  ran.  but  no  definite  one  decided  upon. 

The  principal  towns  and  villages  nre  La  Grange,  the  couniy  seat,  Lima, 
Wolcottville,  Ontario.  Union  Mills,  Van  Buren,  Springfield.  Lexington  and 
South  Milford. 

Descriptions  and  statistics  of  the  different  villages  will  be  found  in  the 
histories  of  their  respective  townships. 

There  are  at  present  two  newspapers  published  in  Ihe  couniy,  the  La 
Grange  Standard,  at  Ihe  couniy  scat,  and  the  Register,  at  Wolcottville,  the 
latter  lolely  established. 

The  Standards  very  ably  conducted,  and  has  a  very  good  circulation. 

The  religious  and  educational  advantages  of  the  couniy  are  good. 

A  very  peculiar  class  or  people,  calling  themselves  "Amhh"  or  ■•Ornish," 

inhabit  the  southwestern  portion  of  Ihe  county,  mostly  found  in  Newbury 

and  Eden.     They  arc  somewhat  like  the  Quakers  and  Dunkards.     They  do 

not  believe  in  war,  litigation  or  politics,  and  ignore  scrupulously  costly  ap- 


parel and  gaudy  colors.  They  believe,  however,  in  gathering  together  all  of 
Uncle  Sam's  greenbacks  which  ihey  can  reach,  and  understand  thoroughly 
how  to  make  money.  They  are  more  clannish  and  exclusive  than  cither  the 
Quakers  or  Dunkards,  and  mix  very  little  with  the  busy  world  around  diem. 
They  arc  good  farmers  generally,  and  own  some  of  the  best  lands  in  the 
county. 

Northern  Indiana,  like  most  newly  settled  countries,  was  early  infested 
by  a  gang  of  lawless  horse  thieves  and  counterfeiters,  who  were  50  strong, 
and  became  so  audacious  in  their  nefarious  transactions  as  to  require  soroe- 
thingmoreavailablclhanthecommonprocessoflawtorcach  them.  The  mat- 
ter was  eventually  taken  up  and  considered  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State,  and  finally  an  act  was  passed  aod  approved  March  9.  1S52,  authoris- 
ing the  formation  of  companies  for  the  special  purpose  of  ferreting  out  and 
breaking  up  these  pests  upon  society-  The  first  organization  under  the  act 
was  effected  in  Milford  Township,  LaGrange  County,  at  the  Bullock  School 
House,  in  September,  1856.  Similar  organizations  were  perfected  io  various 
parts  of  Noble  and  La  Grange  Counties,  and  a  determined  war  com- 
menced and  pushed  to  the  bitter  end.  Ooe  man,  Gregory  McDougle,  was 
convicted  and  executed  at  Ligonier.  January  26.  1858  ;  many  were  sent  to 
prison,  and  others  fled  the  country,  until  the  entire  business  was  broken  up, 
and  the  lives  and  property  of  citizens  rendered  secure.  A  short  but  inter- 
esting sketch  of  some  of  the  proceedings  will  be  found  in  the  township  his- 
tories of  Springfield  and  Milford,  to  which  we  refer  our  readers. 

We  have  obtained  our  information  regarding  ihe  early  settlement  of  the 
couniy  from  as  many  of  the  old  settlers  now  remaining  as  we  could  conve- 
niently, taking  pains  10  see  them  in  aU  parts  of  the  county,  and  are  onder 
obligations  to  ihera  for  information  given  and  favors  extended. 

To  the  couniy  officers  we  are  also  indebted  for  facilities  afforded  ns  in  the 
examination  of  records,  and  for  much  valuable  information  which  we  could 
not  obtain  elsewhere. 

The  surveying  and  platting  of  townships  and  villages  has  been  a  work  of 
exceeding  difficulty,  but  we  believe  the  Alias  will  be  found  very  accurate, 
and  more  especially  in  portions  of  the  county  never  before  carefully  surveyed 
or  shown,  as,  for  instance,  the  region  west  of  Wolcottville.  in  Johnson  and 
Clear  Spring  Townships,  which  on  all  previous  maps  has  been  a  "  terre  ta- 
cogmta,"  and  we  trust  ihe  work  will  be  judged  by  its  general  fidelity  and 
accuracy. 

To  any  who  are  familiar  with  the  difficulty  of  reconciling  ihe  discrepan- 
cies in  the  opinions  of  "old  selllers,"  it  is  not  necessary  lo  make  apologies 
for  statements  which  do  not  always  agree  with  everybody's  recollections. 

LAGRANGE. 

La  Grange  village  was  not  settled  as  early  as  many  other  points  in  the 
county.  The  first  actual  settler,  as  claimed  by  himself  and  generally  admit- 
ted, was  C.  B.  Holmes  who  settled,  according  to  his  own  statement,  in  1S44- 
He  first  settled  in  Lima  in  1S42. 

Mr.  Holmes  was  first  postmaster  at  La  Grange,  opened  the  nrst  mercan- 
tile establishment,  and  was  also  the  first  justice  of  ihe  peace.  [JVW*,— We 
had  expected  some  minutes  of  Mr.  Holmes'  recollections  of  early  incidents 
connected  with  the  settlers  of  Lima  and   La  Grange,  but  have  not  received 

'  C  Andrew  Ellison  scllled   on   English  Prairie  in  1S36.  but  removed  to  La 
Grange  in  1S44.  where  be  has  been  in  practice  of  law  ever  since. 

Wm.  S.  Boyd  came  also  in  ihe  Spring  of  1S4+  He  erected  a  building 
on  Ihe  corner  where  Brown's  Hotel  stands,  100  feel  long,  and  opened  a  hotel 
and  store,  which  he  conducted  for  len  years.  He  owned  a  farm,  and  fur- 
nished supplies  for  his  holel  from  his  own  land.  He  kepi  a  general  assort- 
ment—dry goods,  drugs  and  medicines,  hardware,  etc,  eic.  Mr.  B.  built  a 
dam  on  Fly  Creek,  in  1845.  **■&  P»>  UP  a  «"»"■  wWch  lras  buracd  ™ 
rebuilt.  He  also  erected  a  grist  mill  in  1853-4,  "  without  a  cent  of  money, 
as  he  says,  and  run  it  about  fifteen  years.  He  was  eight  years  a  director  of 
the  Grand  Rapids  and  Indiana  Railwav.when  he  resigned,  and  Andrew  El- 
lison, who  had  at  first  opposed  lie  construction  of  ihe  road,  was  appointed

lohn  P.  Jones  settled  at  Lima  in  1S44.  ^  "  Methodist  preacher.  He  re- 
moved to  La  Grange  in  T.849.  and  went  into  the  mercantile  business.  John 
Ryaspn,  now  a  resident  of  La  Grange  Village,  settled  on  seclion  24.  •>  Clay 
Township,  adjoining  Ihe  village,  in  the  Spring  of  .836.  He  purchased  his 
land,  October,  1835. 

La  Grange  was  made  the  county  seat  in  1S44-  U  has  had  a  very  s!«dj 
and  healthy  growth,  and  is  a  place  of  large  business,  being  in  the  midst  of  a 
Eood  grain  country,  and  having  the  best  facilities  in  ihe  couniy  for  handling 
and  shipping  country  products.  It  contains  about  fifteen  hundred  1.1,500)  in- 
habitant and  has  five  churches,  one  school,  one  first-class  hotel,  perhaps  as 
good  as  any  town  of  its  size  in  the  country  ««  bowl,  <»°  ™*\x  """' 
grist  mill,  several  steam  saw-mill-S  a  large  foundry  and  mach.ne  shop  lv,o 
Lnbg.  factories,  about  Iwen.J-five  lo  thirty  storesof  various  kinds,  and  the 
usual  variety  of  mechanics.  The  La  Grange  Stand*™,  a  very  ably  conduct- 
ed provincial  journal,  is  also  published  here.  - 

The  village,  although  situated  away  from  any  considers!.!,:  ,lrvam  or  Donj 
of  water,  is  nevertheless  quite  picturesquely  located  on  a  series  of  derations, 
,carcelv  approaching  the   dignity  of  hills,  yet  sufficiently  elevated  to  give  a 

di. ,,  the  Escape  and  prevent  monotony.     Fly  Creek   formerly  a  much 

more  considerable  stream  than  at  present,  passes  through  ihe  vdlage.    There 
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are  a  large  number  ol  cosy  and  beautiful  homes  and  collages  In  and  ai .1

being  excellent,  and  the  country  immediately  around  being  dry  and  rolling. 
The  original  town  plat  was  laid  out  June  is.  1B36,  by  Reuben  J.  Daw- 
son,  William  P.  Heaver*,  George  F.  W  hi  laker,  and  James  McConncll. 

BI.OOMFIELD    TOWNSHIP. 

Dloomficld  is  the  mewl  populous  township  in  the  county,  1 1  has  great 
variety  of  tut  face  and  contains  a  large  number  of  line  and  well  cultivated 
farms,  ll  is  remarkable  for  lllc  number  of  water  powers  whit.li  have  been 
improved  and  used,  on  the  Iwo  branches  of  Fly  Creek,  there  being  no  loss 
ihan  seven  within  lite  township,

ihe  northern  portions  are  level  and  sandy,  with  a  large  amounl  of  marsh 
along  Pigeon  River  and  Fly  Creek,  There  are  three  lake- wholly  or  in  pan 
in  ibis  township,  Fish  Lake,  Sloan  Lake,  and  L'line  Lake,

The  farm  owned  by  J.  F.  D.  (  raig  was  also  pre-empted  by  Mr.  Blair,  and 
Ills  ton,  I  A  lil.ur  Moses  Rice  and  his  son  lea,  Arthur  Burrows,  William 
Thrall,  mid  lite  Gardners,  settled  in  1819;  John  Kroincr,  Lemuel  Fobes, 
and  John  Jewell,  about  1S30.  Among  other  early  selllers  an-  one  Tucker, 
1831-2;  J,  C.  Kinney,  1832-3  ,  Hugh  Smith,  1833;  John  Craig  anil  foul 
rant,  in  i\i-:„  together  with  Harvey  Wood  ;  Abbott  Fleming  and  Thomas 
J.  Spaiildlng,  i"  1B37,  and  D.W.  Cole,  in  1840,  J.  C.  Kinney  purchased 
the  Limn  Grist-Mill  ike  year  before  he  nettled,  ami  in  1S34  or  5  ivent  to 
Ontario,  ami  in  company  with  a  Mr.  Hubbard  built  a  dan.  on  Pigeon  River 
and  erected  a  saw-mllL  He  =0011  after  sold  the  properly  to  Nathan  Jcnks, 
ivlio  put  upn  grist-mill  in  addition.

Dn  the  prctent  silt  of  Lima  Village  once  stood  an  extensive  and  popu- 
lous Indian  lown,  cik-mling  several  miles  along  ihc  rigeon  River,  which  is 
the  best  •irciim  in  the  county,  affording  considerable  power.  Lima  contains 
Fourelvurch.es,  two  holels,  a  wind-mill  manufactory,  and  several  other  factories 
of  mere  01  less  note,  together  with  the  usual  complement  of  stores,  etc.     A 

fine  scl I  building,  the  besl  in  the  county,  is  I  wing  erected,  a  view  or  which

1  una  Township  contains  "  Mongoquinong  Prairie."  the  soil  of  which  is 
distinctly  different  from  llial  of  ihc  "oak  openings"  and  other  laads  sur- 
rounding .1  A  number  or  beautiful  lakes  arc  also  located  in  this  township, 
among  which  may  be  mentioned  Twin  Lakes,  one  and  a  half  miles  west  of 
1 .1111.1.  and  Cedat  lake,  lying  partly  in  Lima  and  partly  in  Greenfield 
Township,.  Fawn  River,  or  Crooked  Creek,  and  Pigeon  River,  drain  what 
marshcN  there  arc  in  the  township.  In  proportion  to  population,  this  is  per- 
haps the  wealthiest  lownship  In  the  county. 

The  Village  of  lima  was  laid  out  October  13,  1834,  by  Moses  and  lea 
Rice.     John  Ki er,  surveyor. 


JOHNSON   TOWNSHIP, 

Among  the  earliest  ie tilers  in  Johnson  township  were  Thomas  Oliver  on 
section  lain  i-if.ih,  first  settler  between  Wright's  Comers  and  La  Grange. 
At  ihai  date  ihe  only  mean,  of  transit  jjere  by  Indian  trails.  Hiram  Gard- 
ner came  in  ill,-  Spring  of  1S36.  He  boarded  with  Mr.  Oliver  for  some  time 
after  he  arrived,  /  and  A.  P  I  ose  and  Robert  Meeker  and  three  sons  in 
1836.

county.  The  principal  lakes  are  Oliver,  containing  about  400  acres ;  Adams, 
aboul   5.10  acres;  Winner,  At  wood,  and   Third,  somewhat   .mailer,  and    Mean 

Olin,  and  Nauvoo  Lakes. 

Some  of  Ihcse  lakes  are  very  line  and  clear,  particularly  Oliver  and 
Adams,  which  have  beautiful  sandy  beaches  and  deep  blue  water.  All  or 
them  abound  in  fish,  and  are  great  places  of  resort  for  sportsmen  in  the  game 
and  fishing  season.  These  lake-  form  the  headwaters  of  Ihc  north  branch 
of  the  Elkhart   River. 


The  Grand  Rapids  and  Indiana  Railway  runs  through  this  lownship.  A 
small  station  called  Valentine  is  located  on  sections  S  and  9.  At  this  point 
are  post-office,  store,  slcam  mills,  and  a  school,  and  there  is  also  the  finest 
farming  region  in  the  lownship  surrounding  it,  Messrs.  Gardner,  Clugston, 
and  McGibbcn.  having  probably  as  good  (arms  as  any  in  the  county. 

WOLCOTTVILLE. 

The  promising  village  of  Wolcottville  is  situated  on  the  Grand  Rapids 
and  Indiana  Railway  at  Ihe  extreme  south  side  of  the  township  and  the 
county,  in  fact  several  additions  lo  ihc  place  are  in  Noble  County.  The 
main  north  branch  of  the  Elkhart  River  passes  through  the  place,  affording 
considerable  water-power. 

Pbilo  Taylor  was  one  of  the  first  selllers.  arriving  in  February,  1837.  He 
owned  ihc  water-power,  bul  sold  :o  George  Wolcotl,  who  came  in  June. 
1S37,  Mr.  Wolcotl  built  and  operated  ai  different  periods  a  carding- mill, 
grist-mill,  sawmill,  and  distillery.  Dr.  L.  Barbel  settled  ai  Noilhpori.  in 
Noble  County,  in  1S38.  He  erected  a  saw-mill  where  Hamlin's  mill  now 
slnnds,  about  1S42.  Peter  Lamson,  Ozias  Wright.  Henry  Nichols,  and 
Nelson  Nichols,  were  among  ihe  early  settlers. 

The  proposed  Canada  Southern  and  Cliita-^o  Railway  has  been  surveyed 
through  ibis  place,  which,  when  built,  will  give  11  the  best  shipping  facilities 
of  any  place  in  the  county.  The  village  contains  about  3<io  people,  and  is 
improving  considerably.  There  are  two  churches  {Methodist  and  Baptist), 
sis  or  seven  stores,  two  hotels,  a  huge  flour  and  grisi.mill.  a  saw-mill,  a 
couple  of  factories  for  the  manufacture  of  rakes  and  handlc».  an  iron 
foundry,  carriage  and  blacksmith  shops,  and  a  variety  of  artisans  and 
mechanics. 

A  very  flourishing  seminary  was  put  in  operation  some  years  ago.  which 
obtained  a  wide-spread  reputation,  and  turned  out  a  goodly  number  of 
competent  teachers.  The  free-school  system  has,  however,  gradually  taken 
Ihe  place  of  private  enterprise,  and  the  seminary  is  not  now  in  operation. 


VAN    BUREN   TOWNSHIP. 

The  (itsl  settlement  of  which  we  have  any  record  was  made  in  this  lown- 
ship by  Peter  Huntsman  and  Nehcniiah  Coldren,  on  sections  17  and  iS, 
range  1).  in  I$2o,  Among  other  early  ones  are  Nathaniel  Calahan,  Ami 
Lawrence,  Asa  and  John  Olncy.  The  land  in  ihis  lownship  came  inio  mar- 
ket Ihc  first  Monday  in  June.  [S31,  and  during  the  same  month  Nathaniel 
Calahan,  Obadiah  and  John  Lawrence  each  enlered  eighty  acre,  in  sections 
17  and  iS,  range  9.  The  first  birth  in  the  township  was  that  or  Sylvan  Us 
Obey,  February  20,  1332.  Hulda  Lawrence  was  bom  December  22  of 
same  year.  The  first  sermon  was  preached  sometime  in  July.  1S32.  by  Rev. 
Christopher  Cory,  at  the  residence  of  Nathaniel  Calahan.  now  owned  by 
hi?  -  hi,  Miles  Calahan.  A  school-house  was  buill  on  this  farm,  and  in  the 
Summer  of  1S36  Ihc  first  school  was  taught  by  Clarissa  Monger.  During 
the  Summer  of  1834,  Sheldon  Martin  &  Brothers  put  up  a  saw-mill  at  Van 
Hurcn  Village,  on  Pigeon  River,  and  the  following  year  creeled  a  grist-mill. 
These  were  the  first  mills  put  up  in  Ihe  lownship.  Sometime  in  1S36, 
1 1  aiding  &  John -on  built  a  saw-mill  on  Buck  Creek,  and  a  Mr.  Pierce  pul 
up  a  blacksmith  shop  at  Van  Huren  the  same  year.  The  Village  of  Van 
Hurcn  was  laid  out  in  1836,  surveyed  by  Dehwan  Martin.  'Ihc  first  justice 
of  the  peace  was  one  Pierce,  the  same  man  that  put  up  the  firsi  blacksmith 
shop.  A  hotel  had  been  elected  by  L.  D.  Brooks,  and  a  cooper  ..hop  by  11. 
It.  Oslrander;  also  a  wagon  shop  by  one  Carey.  C.  C.  Barns  was  a  car- 
penter and  joiner,  The  firsi  physician  was  Sidney  Cobb,  who  died  after 
residing  here  a  year  or  two.  William  Fox  succeeded  him,  and  George  and 
James  Fox  carried  on  a  shoe-shop.  The  mill  properly  passed  into  the  hands 
of  John  Dolion,  and  finally  were  purchased  by  George  Nnrbnr,  who  is  at 
present  operating  them.  The  old  hotel  was  a  few  years  since  destroyed. 
The  village  contains  one  church,  a  good  two-story  school-building,  and  Iwo 
stores  owned  by  William  Drcbes  and  John  Morrison.  There  arc  also  two 
physicians — W,  B.  Gntbb  and  A.  Toms,  James  Hagerty  settled  here  in 
1-.'.  and  .=  ihe  oldest  living  settler  in  ihe  village.  The  township  is  well 
watered  by  Fawn  River,  or  Crooked  Creek  and  Pigeon  River,  wilh  their 
tributaries.  Marshes  arc  numerous  and  extensive,  one  ol  them.  Big  Marsh,  ' 
having  considerable  deposits  of  bog  iron.  There  arc  also  a  number  of  lakes, 
Stone  Lake,  in  Ihe  northwest  portion  of  Ihe  township,  being  one  of  Ihe  most 
beautiful  in  the  counly. 


CLHAR   SPRING   TOWNSHIP. 

The  greater  portion  of  Ibis  lownship  is  thickly  settled.  As  will  be  s< 
by  reference  to  the  map.  there  is  considerable  marsh  in  the  eastern  a 
northwestern  portions  of  the  lownship.  causing  quite  an  area  of  land  to 
main  unimproved,  and  being,  except  in  very  dry  seasons,  when  grass  is  1 
on  them,  almosl  worthless.  A  number  of  marshy  lakes  also  abound,  prin- 
cipally .-.long  the  <;aslcrn  boundary,  which  feed  one  branch  of  Ihe  Elkhart 
River,  which  is  here  3  very  sluggish,  dirty  stream.  A. mill  pond  on  Ihc  south 
line  of  ihe  township  causes  considerable  overflow,  and  renders  slill  more 
land  useless. 

The  first  man  who  entered  land  in  this  township  was  Anthony  Nelson, 
who  came  from  Ohio  in  1829  and  located  first  in  Elkhart  County,  and  finally 
removed  to  LaGrangc  County,  where  he  had  entered  three  eighty-acre  lots 
in  183a.  David  Rogers,  a  botanical  physician  from  Geneva,  N.Y.,  was 
probably  the  nesi  settler,  ;is  ho  came  into  ihe  township  in  1833,  and  entered 
sixteen  eighty-acre  lots.  Charles  Roy  came  with  his  family  from  about  the 
same  locality  in  1836,  making  the  trip  in  twenty-one  days,  fifteen  days  of 
ihe  time  being  rainy  and  the  roads  in  terrible  condition.  This  township 
was  named  from  a  very  line,  large  spring  on  Mr.  Roy's  place,  which  was 
famous  among  the  Indians  and  backwoodsmen  half  a  century  ago  and  more. 
There  is  a  number  of  olher  very  fine  springs  on  Mr.  Roy's  place,  which  have 
broken  out  during  violent  thunder  storms  and  never  been  dry  since.  John 
S.  Gibson  settled  on   section   33  in  1835.     E.   Schermcrhorn   came  lo  the

Township.  Has  lived  on  present  location,  section  4,  Clear  Spring  Town- 
■  l.ip,  since  1S40.  Richard  Green  located  on  section  35,  in  iSjj,  on  land 
now  owned  by  Willard  Wemplc.  Nicholas  Low  was  also  an  early  settler. 
llawley  Peck  bought  land  in  1S3S,  nud  moved  on  it  in  18.1(1,  Orvin  Kent 
was  perhaps  in  this  portion  of  Ihe  counly  as  early  as  any  one,  but  did  not 
actually  settle  until  after  the  others  we  have  mentioned, 


GREENFIELD  TOWNSHIP. 

Next  to  Lima  Township,  Ihis  is  the  wealthiest,  perhaps,  in  the  county. 
It  contains  Pretty  and  English  Prairies,  and  is,  taken  altogether,  a  fine  farm- 
ing lownship.  although  there  ait  a  few  marshes  .training  into  Fawn  R  ivci  on 
ihe  northeast,  and  Pigeon  River  on  the  southwest.  The  township  contains 
ihc  Village  of  Lcxinglon,  laid  out  about  1B3S  by  Abraham  Brower  nud  anion 
named  Bull,  The  first  sctllei  in  the  lownship  was  William  Miller,  who 
located  on  section  25,  range  10.  in  I8a0-  John  Anderson  mid  three  sons  and 
Samuel  Bradford  settled  in  1830.  Jacob  Millet  and 'seven  sons  settled  in  ihe 
Spring  nf  1831.  Isaac  Francis  came  lo  the  county  aboul  1S36,  and  spenks  of 
hauling  wheat  to  Fort  Wayne,  While  Pigeon,  Hillsdale  and  Toledo  — the 
Latter  trip  lokiiig  ten  days  — ond  selling  it  at  from  50  to  Oaji  ccnls  per 
bushel.  The  first  couple  married  were  Samuel  Gawihrop  and  Ellen  Wolgn- 
moil.  some  lime  io  1S30.  The  first  death  was  that  of  Mrs.  Gawihrop.  A 
|iosl.olTkc  was  established  about  1S36  at  Lexington,  and  kept  in  a  store  put 
up  the  year  before,  by  Abraham  P. rower  and  Peter  Ilisel.  The  first  post- 
office  in  the  county  was  probably  kepi  by  one  Vance,  on  a  farm  now  owned  by 
Elijah  Anderson,  about  1832.  Il  was  soon  removed  10  the  farm  now  owned 
by  C.  G,  Nichols,  and  kept  by  Fphraini  Seeley  for  some  lime,  and  was  finally 
removed  to  Mongoquinong,  or  Union  Mills,  in  Springfield  Township,  where 
it  has  since  been  kept  up.  The  first  election  in  the  township  was  held  in 
1831.  La  Grange  County  was  at  lhat  liinc  a  part  of  Elkhart  County,  and 
men  were  called  on  to  go  away  to  Goshen  and  act  as  jurymen,  but  laws  were 
different  then,  and  nobody  ever  went. 

On  the  second  Tuesday  in  October,  1831.  an  election  was  held  for  slate 
legislators,  which  was  Ihc  first  election  held  in  the  counly.  The  issue  was 
ovci  Ihc  route  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal;  one  route  being  surveyed 
through  this  county  and  on  west,  by  way  of  Goshen,  through  to  Lake  Michi- 
gan, and  another  by  way  of  Fort  Wayne  southwest  along  Ihe  Wabash  River. 
The  candidates  were  011c  Manna  of  Fori  Wayne,  and  Crawford  of  Goshen, 
and  on  the  one  elected  depended  the  canal  rome.  This  was  before  the  land 
in  Ihis  county  had  been  surveyed  (which  was  not  done  till  183^,  the  hind 
coming  into  market  the  Fall  of  Ihe  same  year),  and  the  settlers  were  fearful 
that  if  the  canal  went  through  on  the  north  route  il  would  pul  the  price  of 
land  beyond  their  means  of  paying  for  il.  and  so  everybody  voted  for  Manila 
who,  of  course,  was  elected,  and  the  canal  was  dug  on  the  Wabash  route. 

NEWBURY  TOWNSHIP. 

Newbltry  Township  was  surveyed  in  1830.  We  have  not  been  able  lo 
obta'm  ihc  name  of  ihe  first  settler.  Among  the  earliest  were  AI111011  Lau- 
rence, Alexander  Poynter,  Joseph  Keasey,  Amos  Davis,  Franklin  Goodnow, 
Messrs.  Shrake  and  Slylcs,  the  Nelson  and  Cotton  families,  George  Loiterer. 
Mr.  Hornby,  Tntniau  Wilkinson.  E.  Green.  George  Hill,  and  Messrs.  Bciry 
and  Woodbridge. 

The  first  election  was  held  at  the  house  of  Truman  Wilkinson,  on  section 
17,  April  3,  1S37.  Whole  number  of  voters.  13.  Amos  Davis  was  elected 
Justice  of  the  Peace  ;  Willard  Collon,  Consiable  ;  Elijah  West.  Inspector ; 
Esick  Green.  Supervisor;  George  Loiterer  and  Elijah  West,  Overseen  of 
Poor,  Franklin  Goodnow  and  George  Hill,  Road  Viewers. 

The  township  was  named  on  the  tiny  of  this  election,  The  First  death 
was  Mary  Shrake,  June,  1837.  The  Rev,  Mr.  Brown  of  Middlcbury,  Elk- 
hart Counly.  was  one  of  Ihe  first  preachers  in  the  county. 

The  first  school  building  was  erected  in   r$37,  on  section  32. 

There  are  three  houses  for  religious  worship  in  the  lownship. 

In  1833  Andrews  and  West  erected  a  saw-mill  on  section  3,  the  firs!  frame 
building  in  the  township. 

The  next  frame  was  a  barn  by  F.  Goodnow,  on  section  7.  Amos  Davis 
buill  a  mill  on  section  19  in  1838.     There  are  five  saw-mills  in  (he  township 

There  are  three  lakes  wholly  within  Ihe  township,  Shipshcwana,  Collon, 
and  Hood's,  and  two  others  parlly,  Cass  and  Mud  Lakes, 

The  township  contains  a  large  amount  of  marsh.  The  stream  called 
Little  Elkhart  River  rises  in  Clear  Spring  Township  and  passes  through  Ibis 
lownship  in  a  norlh westerly  direction,  into  Elkhart  County. 

A  post-office  called  Pashan  is  located  on  section  31. 

MILFORD  TOWNSHIP. 

In  1S33,  Jacob  Bulls  settled  in  this  lownship  and  buill  him  a  log  house 
on  Section  4.  About  the  same  time  Richard  Rice  came  and  camped  on  See- 
lion  3,  and  remained  one  winter.  Miiiott  Goodsell.  Esq,,  now  living  on 
Section  4,  came  in  with  his  lather,  Cnpt,  Styles  Goodsell,  and  settled  in  lhat 
section  in  1835.  In  lhat  year  Minolt  Goodsell  and  Jacob  Bulls  erected  a 
log  school  house  at  Mud  Corners,  in  Seelion  3.  Tlte  school  was  taught  by 
Orris  Danks. 

The  township  was  organized  in  1837  by  the  election  of  a  Town  Board  of 
five  officers. 

Col.  Wm.  Cochran  was  chosen  Inspector;  Capt.  Styles  Goodsell  and 
Capt.  Sylvntius  Hatch  were  elected  Judges  ;  and  Wm.  B.  Dunn  and  Wm. 
Searls.  Clerks. 

There  were  some  three  voters  left  when  Ihe  board  were  selected. 

Charles  Turner  was  unanimously  elected  as  Ihe  first  Justice,  and  Colonel 
Cochran  was  the  first  Supervisor. 

I'hc  Township  .if  Springfield  was  organized  first,  and  Milford  was  under 
the  direclion  of  the  Supervisors  of  that  town  up  to  the  lime  of  their  own 
township  organijation.

This  and  Newberry  Township  were  settled  by  a  religious  sect  who  are 
called  "Amiih"  who  believe  in  extreme  simplicity  of  dress  and  manners, 
who  eschew  politics,  war  (for  any  cause),  and  :ill  gaudy  or  showy  colors. 
They  arc  generally  good  fanners,  and  have  ihc  faculty,  superlatively  devel- 
oped, ol  iccumillaling  "filthy  lucre"  and  real  estate. 

SPRINGFIELD  TOWNSHIP. 

Previous  lo  1S32,  the  Polownilamic  Indians  were  the  only  occnpanls  or 
Springfield  Township  excepi  a  few  'squatters"  at  what  was  afterwards  called 
Union  Mills,  and  nvo  or  ihrec  in  the  valley  of  Turkey  Creek.  The  Indians 
were  removed  by  [he  Government  in  1S37.  The  whiles  entertained  greal 
fears  that  they  would  join  Black  Hawk,  previous  to  bis  being  defeated  in 
is;,;,  which  pui  an  end  to  their  alarm, 

The  Government  survey  of  Springfield  Township 
Spring  ,,f  1S32,  and  ihe  land  was  offered  for  sale  in 
year. 

Benjamin  Jones  ami  John  II.  Clark  attended  lhat  sale,  and  entered  ihe 
first  farms  ever  owned  hy  while  men  in  ihc  lown. 

The  water  power,  afterward  kno.vn  as  Union  Mills,  at  ihe  conflacnee  of 
Pigeon  River  and  Turkey  Creek  (from  the  union  of  which  it  look  ils  name), 
was  purchased  by  Brawnell  al  ihe  same  lime.  Oihers,  among  whom  was 
Judge  Wm,  S,  Premiss,  entered  land  soon  afterward,  in  ihe  Fall  of  1S32,  and 
in  the  Winter  and  Spring  of  1S33  ;  antl  in  April  ur  May  of  thai  year,  John  Ii. 
Clark,  Jesse  Huntsman,  Joseph  Poos  and  Ins  brother  Benjamin.  William 
Seaburn  and  Win.  A  Prenliss  mei  in  a  log  cabin,  bnib  and  abandoned  by 
Samuel  Ganthrop,  agreed  lhai  the  name  of  ihc  lownship  should  be  Spring- 
field; drew  up  and  senl  to  Ihc  County  Commissioners  a  peiition  lo  lhat 
effect,  which  was  granted,  and  a  record  thereof  made  establishing  the  civil 
lownship  six  miles  square,  being  the  same  territory  as  the  Congressional 
Township  37  North,  Range  11  East.

Jones,  Joseph 
l"oo>  Judge  Wm  S.  Prentiss-,  Jesse  Huntsman  and  Harvey  Ol  instead,  buill 
the  Pre-  Hall,  on  Seelion  lS,  for  liberal  lectures  and  Tree  discussion  on 
leli^i.m  |,  ,lnii_al  and  >cienli(ic  subject  ;  "an, I  (says  Judge  Prentiss  in  his
